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Gov. Patton’s 2002 Environmental Agenda

A clean environment will preserve and strengthen our quality of
life while ensuring Kentucky can attract high paying jobs. This is
the impetus behind Gov. Patton’s 2002 environmental agenda. Gov.
Patton is supporting several key pieces of legislation including:
HB 174 - Solid Waste Management - A one-half cent fee on certain
containers and cups and a $1 per ton tipping fee at landfills will
fund dump cleanups, education and garbage collection programs.
HB 540 - Power Plant Siting - creates a siting board and regulatory
controls for siting new power plants and transmission lines.

HB 556 and SB 158 - Pine Mt. State Park - Creates a 120-mile
linear park along the Pine Mountain ridge line.

HB 600 - Smart Growth - establishes a state planning committee
and tax credits to preserve neighborhoods.

HB 598 - Cell Tower Siting - places jurisdiction under local plan-
ning commissions.

EQC Assesses Spill Response Needs

The Environmental Quality Commission has issued a
set of findings and recommendations to strengthen
environmental emergency response programs. The
recommendations are based on an EQC public meeting
held last August to review environmental spills, a survey
of local emergency responders, and discussions with state

and federal emergency response officials.

EQC noted in the recommendations that “A number of major spills in
Kentucky during the past few years have tested the state’s ability to
respond to emergency incidents and protect public safety and the
environment. In addition, Kentucky and the nation now face new threats
in the wake of the September 11 terrorist attack. In this light, the need to
strengthen emergency response programs is more critical than ever.”
EQC findings include:

*[n 2000, there were 2,986 environmental incident reports received through
the state’s 24-hour Environmental Emergency Hotline. Of these, 182
reports were classified as “high.”

Several statutes and regulations contain provisions requiring emergency
planning for various types of facilities. However, EQC found no
emergency planning requirements for certain types of high risk facilities
such as high hazard dams or coal impoundments.

Several cities including Louisville, Lexington, Ashland, London, Bowling
Green and Paducah have hazmat teams to respond to environmental
emergencies. Most communities do not have teams due to manpower
and funding shortages.

*There are some 40,000 local emergency responders in the state including
fire, medical, law enforcement, public works and rescue personnel—
22,351 of which are firefighters. Most firefighters in Kentucky (84 percent)
are volunteers.

* The U.S. EPA was the lead coordinator at the Martin County coal slurry
spill. The magnitude and the number of agencies involved made the
management of the spill difficult. There is no plan in place between
Kentucky and the U.S. EPA for managing catastrophic releases or spills.
*The Ky. Hazardous Waste Management Fund is a principal source of
funding for state emergency response and cleanup actions. The fund is
financed through a fee on hazardous waste generated in Kentucky. The
fee is set to sunset in April 2002.

EQC recommendations include:

The Ky. Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Cabinet
*Develop a formal process to critique environmental response actions.
e[nitiate a campaign to build awareness of emergency reporting and
planning requirements.

*Develop a coordinated state/federal contingency plan for catastrophic
releases/spills.

*Evaluate existing spill prevention and contingency requirements to
determine if they are adequate to prevent and contain spills.

eldentify high-risk facilities and conduct a review to assess safety and
containment needs.

*Require emergency action plans for all high hazard/risk dams and
impoundments.

The Ky. Emergency Response Commission and the Ky. Division of
Emergency Management

*Seek additional funding to support environmental emergency drills.
*Better coordinate and standardize hazardous materials training materials
and curriculum, pursuant to KRS 39:E010.

*Explore new opportunities to promote hazardous materials training for
local responders and enhance training through continuing education.
State and local emergency response agencies

*Explore opportunities to establish multi-county hazmat teams or options
to “share” existing hazmat teams among regions/communities.

*Create a workgroup to promote dialogue and improve communication
between state and local responders.

Create a centralized environmental emergency Web site with appropriate
links to various agencies to help build awareness and share information.
*Explore public/private sector partnerships for environmental emergency
response and develop a database of responders by location and equipment.
Local governments

«Strongly consider the adoption of an emergency spill ordinance to clarify
local authority, strengthen response and enforcement actions at the local
level and to provide for the recovery of costs associated with local
government response actions.

*County emergency response management officials review all emergency
notification plans to ensure that procedures are in place, up-to-date, and
are being used properly to notify the public in the event of an emergency.
The Governor and the Legislature

*Reauthorize the Hazardous Waste Management Fund (HB 244) and its
fee system to finance environmental emergency response actions.

*Seek financial and technical support to assist Local
Emergency Planning Committees expand their mission )
